New Orleans, La., April 6.—Probab- j 
ly fifteen lives were blotted out yester- j 
day by a tornado which sweept across j 
parts of three Gulf States, which was 
distinctly traceable for a distance of j 
three hundred miles and which took i 
about eleven hours in crossing this | 
zone. The [tornado moved from west j 
to east, crossing the southern ex tre m a; 
ties of Louisiana and Mississippi and 
striking Alabama for a short distance. 
Portions of four towns were devastated 
and damage probably exceeding half a 
million was done, for in addition to the 
places in which the tornado manifested 
fatal violence the disturbance did gen- 


dence section. 
A bouts score of houses 
were completely wiped out, fifty were 
damaged and altogether about one hun­ 
dred buildings were seriously wrecked, 
including several business houses.

A freak of the wind drove a

Certainly the

That no good can come out of N aza­ 
reth is a poor and disgusting partisan 
attitude. 
How would it have looked 
for the Dem ocrats in congress to op­ 
pose McKinley in declaring 
against 
Spain th at w ar of hum anity? 
Yet the 
Republican party —the party in p o w e r- 
got the credit for conducting the war. 
In th at great m easure for relief from 
corporate averice—railroad rate regu­ 
lation—did not Roosevelt have to look 
to Dem ocratic statesm en for help?

1 
I But the cunning and the m ight of dis- j 
honest w ealth have made monkeys out 
of some of those organic generalities 
As the world has advanced and its civi- ; 
lization become more intricate, it be­ 


comes necessary, if governm ent con­ 
tinue ju st and safely so, th at organic 
law be

elaborate, prescribing 
with more particularity the people’s 
rights. 
Before the m eeting of our con­ 
stitutional convention indeed it was the 
tendency to make state constitutions 
m ore voluminous. 
A notable exam ple 
is th at of 
Virginia. 
She recently 
adopted a new constitution, and it is 
a long one. 
It takes a lot of law. of heart-to- 
heart law, to protect honest w orking­ 
men from the growing power of plu- 
I tocracy. 
And th a t’s the sort of law to 
be found in the constitution which will 
be subm itted to the people August 6. 
The men who fram ed it were imbued 
with patriotic motives.

tives.
